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OLIVER WENDELL HOLMES says: ‘Our Army 
sword is the short, stiff-pointed gladius of the Ro- 
mans, and the American bowie knife is the same tool, 
modified to meet the daily wants of civil society. I 
announce an axiom not to be found in Montesquieu, 
or the journals of Congress: ‘The race that shortens 
its weapons lengthens its boundaries.’ Corollary : 
it was the Polish lance that left Poland at last with 
nothing of her own to bound—‘ Dropped from her 
nerveless grasp the shattered spear.’ What business 
had Sarmatia to be fighting for liberty with a fif- 
teen foot pole between her and the breasts of her 
enemies? If she had clutched the old Roman and 
young American weapon, and come to close quarters, 
there might have beenachance for her.” This is true 
enough, so far as it goes, though neither the Army 
sword—except as an emblem of authority—nor the 
bowie-knife has had any visible effect upon our mili- 
tary successes. Still, we may accept the genial 
and learned autocrat as a champion of the sabre 
theory of cavalry actions, though the application of 
his remark to modern long range arms is not so ap- 
parent. 








Two suggestions come to us this week in regard 
to the appointment and promotion of non-commis- 
sioned officers; the first being that all candidates 
for non-commissioned positions, company and regi- 
mental, as well as general, be first examined by suit- 
able boards, and their merits and qualifications so 
decided upon. The second is ihe introduction of a 
system of promotion throughout the regiments, 
which we have more than once advocated in these 
columns. For instance, a vacancy for a sergeant 
occurs ina company. The senior corporal of that 
company is promoted to it, while at the same time 
there may be another company at the post with a 
corporal many years the senior of the one just pro- 
moted, but who has to stand still until a sergeant 
drops out in his particular company. Under this 
system it might happen, nay, perhaps it has hap- 
pened, that a recruit in one company will obtain his 
sergeant’s stripes before the veteran corporal of an- 
other company who drilled him when he joined, has 
got his step. Both suggestions commend themselves, 
now that the subject of the improvement of our 
non-commissioned officers is receiving so much at- 
tention, and both are easy of execution. 








; A COMMITTEE has been lately appointed to inquire 
into the question of relative rank to be held by the 
officers of the English naval and marine forces. It 
1s composed of one line and one marine officer, and 
a surgeon, paymaster, and engineer. The United 
Service Gazette expresses the hope that the engineer 
officers will receive from it the recognition they de- 
mand. What they ask is relative rank; an assistant 
engineer on entry to rank with a sub-lieutenant; an 
engineer, on promotion, with a lieutenant of less 
than eight years’ standing; a chief engineer, on 
promotion, with a lieutenant of over eight years’ 
standing; and a chief engineer of over eight years’ 
standing witha commander. The Gazette calls at- 
tention to the controversy which has raged ever 
Since the introduction of steam as to where the 
engineer belongs; whether he forms part of those 
whose duties are performed by muscular power, 
manipulative skill, and an instinct bred by routine, 





or whether he may be regarded as part of the brain 
power by which the-entire fabric is directed and 
made available for the security of the country. 
‘The march of events,” it says, ‘“‘ has long ago de- 
cided that it is to the latter category he belongs, 
but as yet the Admiralty have not given effect to 
the conviction which obtains among the public, and 
the engineers, in spite of certain concessions, are 
still far from obtaining the recognition which is 
their due.” 








THE Secretary of the Navy calls attention in his 
report to the vicious system that prevails in his 
Department of purchasing supplies from brokers 
not engaged in any regular business, and whose 
dealings have been a cause of scandal in years past. 
It is well known that there is a similar class of 
brokers who sacrifice themselves constantly for the 
good of the Army—the same style of men, and, for 
ought we know, the very identical persons who have 
sold to the Navy, and who are exposed by the Secre- 
tary. ‘‘These middle men are engaged in no regular 
business,” and carry their affairs in their hats or on 
the street. Asmall office or shop, in which there 
may be a few samples, a desk or a counter, and pos- 
sibly a clerk, constitutes in most cases the entire 
outfit of a broker. This individual will bid and 
supply anything that may be wanted of him, whether 
it be hard or soft, wet or dry. It makes no differ- 
ence to him what the Government may need of him 
—he will engage to supply a full line of articles in 
any branch of trade. To fill his order he goes into 
the market and buys, in accordance with his bid, 
the cheapest, and thus tiie most inferior, goods he 
can find to fill his contract, looking to the various 
dealers of whom he buys to pack his wares. These 
men have long sold to the Army, been fortunate in 
their business relations, and always manage at one 
time or another to have all the ‘‘ pull” they want. 








WE learned some time ago that the South Boston 
Iron Works were manufacturing an ERICcssoN sub- 
marine gun to be used for experiment with his sys- 
tem by the English Government, but were not 
then at liberty to mention the fact. We now learn 
that ‘‘a course of experiments with the gun have 
been authorized ‘to take place at Portsmouth, Eng- 
land. They will be conducted by Captain A. H. 
MarKHAM, of the Vernon, and will begin on the 
arrival of Lieutenant C. E. GLADSTONE, of the 
Northampton, who has studied the invention in 
the United States.” Messrs. PUTNAM’s SONS pub- 
lish a pamphlet entitled ‘‘ Ericsson’s Destroyer 
and Submarine Gun,” being a consideration of their 
application to naval warfare, the advantages of the 
system, together with a short history of submarine 
artillery by Wm. H. Jaques, Lieutenant, U. 8. Navy. 
The difference of opinion as to the character and 
size of torpedo boats need not be considered, Lieut. 
JAQUES contends, in estimating the efficiency of sub- 
marine artillery, ‘‘ since the submarine gun can be 
as surely applied to the 10,000 ton armor clad as to 
the iron vessel 130 long, to which Captain Ericsson 
has given the name of the Destroyer.” Lieutenant 
JaQues urges Congress to appropriate an amount 
sufficient to purchase the Destroyer, and to make 
trials with the torpedo boats, in which Capt. Erics- 
gon’s experiments have been so successfully conducted, 
and by which his system has been so well devel- 
oped. If, he says, there obtain in the submarine 
projectile accuracy and the surety of non-ignition 
of the explosive charge by the concussion of dis- 





charge, submarine artillery may be accepted as the 
most effective system of torpedo warfare. 








THE Secretary has sent to Congress the report of 
Captain W. H. Brxsy, Corps of Engineers, on the 
seacoast defences in Europe in 188) and 1882, in 
compliance with a recent resolution of the Senate. 
This is a very elaborate report, consisting of photo_ 
graphs, drawings, and plans, and a very minute de- 
scription of the condition of the defences of th 
more important ports of Europe. The report 
was referred to Committee on Coast Defences which 
will pass upon the question of providing it. 








‘* A GENTLEMAN whose social position and high 
character are unimpeachable” complains to the 
Army and Navy Gazette that a ward of his, who 
has recently joined a line battalion, has served no- 
tice upon him that he can neither ask him to 
his mess nor to his quarters. I am informed, he 
says, ‘‘that in some regiments it is, at any rate, 
among the younger officers, no longer considered 
‘good form’ to associate with civilians (men always 
understood), unless they are brothers or near rela— 
tives.” We fear that the irreverent youngster has 
been guying this old gentleman, who, perhaps, is 
not as welcome at a young man’s mess as he is among 
‘* the distinguished old soldiers,” who, as he tells us, 
he has the honor of calling his most intimate personal 
friends. Our contemporary treats his complaint 
with becoming gravity and regrets that itis not 
entrusted with the name of the regiment to 
which the guilty youth belongs. ‘‘ We should have 
no hesitation,” it says, ‘‘in making it known, in 
order that steps might be taken by the military au- 
thorities for protecting the good name of a profes- 
sion which has always had the reputation of being 
officered by gentlemen.” We advise the gentleman 
in question to take counsel of our own Mr. KEILEy, 
whose international snubs by the proud aristocracy 
of two kingdoms have been the subject of so much in- 
ternational correspondence. If there is no law, 
either here or in England, that will secure to a man 
an invitation to dine with the people he desires to 
meet, surely our Anglo-civilization is a failure.

The objections are varied, but the principal ones re- 
ported are that the breech-loading mechanism of all 
the magazine guns is complicated, hard to work and 
easily clogged, and great difficulty is experienced 
with reloaded ammunition.

THE FORTY-NINTH CONGRESS. 


Several changes in the Committees of the Senate 
were made this week. Among others were the ad- 
dition of one member, Senator Manderson, to the 
Military Committee, and one, Senator Logan, 
to the Committee on Appropriations. No date 
has yet been set for the meeting of the Com- 
mittee on Miiitary Affairs and it is doubtful now if 
they will get togetler before the holidays, The 
Army nominations made during the recess have 
been referred from the Senate to the Committee, 
and are now awaiting action. These and the Man- 
derson bill are the first subjects to be called up for 
consideration. Mr. W. B. Taylor has been reappoint- 
ed clerk &£o the Military Committee. 

In the Senate an executive communication was 

resented from the Secretary of War transmitting a 
etter from the Chief of Ordnance with a statement 
showing the tests of iron aud steel made during the 
fiscal year ending June 30th last. A communication 
was presented from the Adjutant General of the 
Army, together with petitions of officers and non- 
commissioned officers of twenty-two regiments 
favoring the passage of an act to equalize the pa of 
certain non-commissioned officers. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs held its 
first session on Wednesday, which hereafter will be 
its regular meeting day. The only business trans- 
acted consisted of the reference of bills to sub-com- 
mittees, as follows:

They will prubably not be reported back to the 
Senate until after the holidays. The nomination of 
Capt. John G. Walker, who is reappointed Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, is the only one against 
which any objection has thus far been raised. No 
formal charges have been made against him, but a 
number of officers have personally called the atten- 
tion of members of the committee to his long tour 
of shore duty. The article in the United Service 
which makes such a dig at him is being used as a 
weapon agaiust his confirmation, several copies hav 
= nip mailed to different members of the com- 
mittee. 

The following resolution was adopted in the Senate 
on Wednesday : 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Treasury be directed 
to transmit to the Senate a hst of claims, accounts, and 
vouchers agai:.st the Government, paid by disbursing offi- 
cers or otherwise, which have been, s nce the Ist of January 
last, disallowed by tte accounting officers of the Treasury, 
togetLer with a memorandum in each case, showing the 
reasons for disallowance; and whut further action, if any, 
has been taken thereupon; and also copies of all written 
optnfons and decisions which have been rendered by 
officer in such cases, and of any explanations made by offi- 
cials making or authorizing such pay ments, 


The House has been engaged this week in discus- 
sion over the amendment of the rules as p 
by the Morrison Committee. The only interest that 
tne services huve in the subject is the proposed 
transfer of the Army and Navy appropriation bills 
to the Military and Naval Committees respectively. 
The report of the committee which was submitted 
to the House on Monday proposes that the Military 
Committee shall consist ot thirteen nembers and the 
Naval Committee of thirteen, being an increase of 
two in the latter. Tothe former all subjects relat- 
ing to the nilitary establishment, including the 
propriations for its support and for that of the 
tary Academy, shall be referred. and to the latter 
ali subjects relating to the Naval establishment, in- 
cluding the appropriations for ‘ts support. The F - 
tification appropriation bill is lett with the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, which is to have jurisdic- 
tion over other apprvupriation bills as follows: for 
legislative, executive, and judicial expenses; for 
sundry civil expeuses; for the District of Columbia; 
for pensions, and for all deficiencies. 

There seems to be little doubt that the Morrison 
plan of distributing the appropriations will, be 
adopted. It is thought that the Democrats areabout 
evenly divided in the watterand that the majority 
of the Republicans will support him. The discus- 
sion on the subject will probably continue until 
Congress adjourns for the holid»ys, so that the com- 
mittees will not be announced nor apy other busi- 
ness of importance be transacted until the begin- 
ning of the new year. Representative Forney is still 
eonside:ed a likely chairman of the Military Com- 
mittee. The chairmanship of the Naval Committee 
seems to rest between Representatives Hewitt and 
McAdoo, with the chances a little in favor of the 
former. It has been said that Mr. Randall would 
like the latter committee himself in preference to 
the Appropriation Committee, if the bills are to be 
taken from that body as ere q 

Representative James, of New York, has prepared 
a bill whien he will introduce in the House upon the 
eall of States, fixing the date of the death of the 
officers und crew who rished on the Arctic 
steamer Jeannette. The bill fixes the date of death 
onthe day the bodies were discovered, March 23, 
1882; and provides that the accounting officers of the 
Treasury shall compute their arrears of pay up to 
that.date, for the benefit of their heirs.

2. When service commences on an intermediate day of the 
month, thirty days will be assumed as the length of the 
month, whether the calendar length be twenty-eight, 
aaa thirty, or thirty-one davs, and pay allowed ac- 
cordingly. 

3. When the service terminates on an intermediate day of 
the month, the actual number of days during which service 
was rendered in that calender month will be allowed in 
payments. 

4. When the service embraces two or more months, or 
xarts of months, but one fraction will be made. Thus, 
rom September 21 to November 25, inclusive,will be calcu- 
lated September 21 to October 20, inclusive, one month ; from 
October 21 to November 20, inclusive, one month: from 

November 21 to 25, inclusive, five days—making the time 
allowed two months and five davs. 

5. When two fractions of months occur, both together less 
than a whole month, as from August 21 to September 10, 
the time will be determined thus: August 21 to 30, inclusive 
(ignoring 3ist), ten days; from September 1 to 10, inclusive, 
ten days—making the time allowed twenty days. 

6, Service commencing in February will be calculated as 
though the month contained thirty days; thus: from 
February 21 to 28 (or 29), inclusive, ten duys; when the ser- 
vice commences on the 28th day of that month, three days 
will be allowed; and it on the 29th, two days. (See para- 
graph 1142, Comptroller’s Digest, vol. 2.) 

i. If service commences on the 3lst day of any month, 
Payment will not be made for that day. (See paragraph 
1146, Cowptroller’s Digest, vol. 2.) 

8. For commutation of subsistence and for services of per- 
sons employed at a per diem rate, payment will be made for 
the actual number of days. 

9. When service is rendered from one given date to 
another, the account must state clearly whether both dates 
are included.

DEPARTMENT NEWS. 


Dept. of the Missouri.—Brig. Gen. N. A. Miles. 

Captain Couch, of the Oklahoma *“* Boomer,” is re- 
ported as saying, recently: ‘“‘ The vattlemen are not 
all driven off the Cheyenne and Arapahoe reserva- 
tions by any means. There are thousands of cattle 
about the country. Indeed, Senators are besieging 
the department to allow the cattlemen to remain 
with their herds, owing to the heavy loss and incon- 
venience in moving at this season of the year. The 
cattlemen, iu obedience to the President’s proclama- 
tion and order, have obeyed to thisextent: They 
have removeec from the reservations their fat cattle 
and shipped them to market. Their young cattle 
and cows pretty much all remain there.” 

A correspondent at Log Camp, Ind. T., writes: 
“Co. K, 24th Infantry, of Fort Reno, is here cutting 
legs for permanent structures at that post. Plenty 
of deer, turkeys, chickens, quail, ‘ coons,’ etc.. here. 
Come out and spend a few days if you would like to 
hunt.”” We would enjoy nothing better; but, alas! 
editorial cares are a fatal bar to the acceptance of so 
pleasant and courteous an invitation. 

An Indian Territory special says: ‘‘ The Cheyennes 
and Arapuhoes are becoming very restless, and 
trouble is imminent. One cause of the discontent is 
the loss of the money derived from the cattle leases. 
This money was distributed per capita among the 
tribes, and was a source of pleasure to the Indians 
and profit to the traders. Since the leases were 
abrogated and the cattle driven off the reservatioa 
a of course ceased. The Indiaus who were 
oudest in denouncing the cattle men and urging 
expulsion are now complaining about the changed 
conditions. Reports from Fort Reno say that no 
outbreak is hkely to ovcur in that vicinity, but 
other parts of the reservation are far from being 
quiet. The issue of annuity goods, which was made 
recently at Darlington, for the first time in three 
years, was expected to have a soothing effect, but, 
on the contrary, has led to much ill-feeling among 
members of the two tribes.”

General O. O. Howard is reported as saying this 
week, with regard to the situation at Salt Lake City: 
**I believe there will be po outbreak. I am con- 
fident that the military authorities and citizens of 
Utah will not clash.

This band is supposed 
to be a portion of the hostilesavages who have lately 
committed so many outrages in the Northern States 
of the Mexican Republic aud in Arizona and New 
Mexico. y 

A despatch of Dec. 13, from Deming, says: “In- 
formation has been received that Capt. Fountain, 
C, 8th Cavalry, and his scouts surprised the 
hostiles, Dec. 9, ut Lillie’s cabin, three miles south- 
east of Papinoes. The Indians had murdered Lillie 
and an old man named Prior, and had just set fire to 
Lallie’s cabin when the troops came upon them. 
The troops charged and had a a wounding 
several [ndiaps and, it is believed, killing two. The 
fudians dispersed in every direction.”

The following, prepared by Lieut. Simpson, 2d Artillery, 
will be of much interest to officers of the Army, and espe- 
cially so to the Cadets of the First and Second Classes. It 
shows the number of vacancies occurring annually in the 
Army, that are oper to graduates of the Military Academy, 
compared to number of such graduates. 

The table does not cover a longer period, because, in 1871, 
there was completed a considerable reduction in the num- 
ber of regiments in the Army, and its strength since has 
been nearly uniforrs. 

The number of casualties has been obtained by counting 
the actual number of casualties in the Corps of Engineers 
and Line of the Army, and in those Staff Departments filled 
by Ssppointment from the line; and excluding those not 
usually filled by appointment from the line, in cases where 
vacancies in the latter have been filled fromfthe line, such va 
canvies have been counted. 2d. By counting the casualties on 
the retired list, which is open to the whole Army. The num- 
ber of officers, vacancies among whom would cause vacan- 
cies among the 2d Lieutenants of the Line or Corps of Engi- 
neers, is 1830. The number of vacancies among whom would 
not do so, is 380. The proportion, is, therefore, about 4.8 to 
1. Supposing that retirement is equal in the different 
branches of the service, 48 officers of the former clas* go 
upon the retired list to 10 of the latter, and therefore 48-58 of 
the casualties on the retired list give rise to vacancies open to 
graduates, non-commissioned officees, and appointees from 
civil life. The number of each graduating class is taken 
from the Official Military Academy Register of the corres- 
ponding year.

FORT LEAVENWORTH, KAS. 


GENERAL HENRY J: Hunt, retired, governor of the 
Soldiers’ Home at Washington, and his brother, 
Colonel Lewis Cass Hunt, 14th Infantry, says the 
Kansas City Times, are the only two persons living 
who were at Fort Leavenworth at the time of its 
establishment in 1827. Their father was a lieutenant 
in Colonel Leavenworth’s regiment, 3d Infantry, at 
that time.

‘So far as I know everyone who went to that place 
on its establishment, except us, are dead. I can’t 
recall a single survivor; all the officers are dead. 
Many of the soldiers died the first summer and it 1s 
probable they are all gone.”’

NAL. He gives the course of instruction, a very thor- 
ough one, outlines the results and concludes by say- 
ing: 

To make a Camp of Instruction a success itis absolutely 
necessary to arouse a decided interest in officers and enlisted 
men in the work to be performed. To maintain this interest 
without flagging, the amount of work should not be so great 
on any one day as to — undue fatigue. Fatigue work 
should be dispensed with asfar as practicable. An hour’s 
work by the old guard in the morning kept the camp in ex- 
cellent police; after which the party was turned in for dril'. 
Office work should be reduced to the minimum. Ape. 

I would also recommend the adoption of a uniform fatigue 
dress for officers and men. I have never been able to under- 
stand why troops serving in the field should not be dressed 
and equipped alike. The fatigue hat at present in use speed- 
ily loses its shape and presents an unsoldierly and slouchy 
appearance, nor does it, I think, possess any advantage over 
a neat helmet made of the same material as the white one 
now in use, but of adrabor brown color. I would recom- 
mend, also, gaiters to be worn by officers and men, and of 
the same color (drab or brown) as the helmet. The latter 
should be very lightas to weight. If the Q. M. D. would 
cause to be manufactured a special helmet for officers, for 
field service, paying particular attention to having them light 
in weight, and furnished with alight leather chin-strap, it 
doubtless would be a boon to many. The officer’s helmet 
(white), at present in use, and furnished by dealers in mili- 
tary goods, is too heavy, and is of no use whatever. . . .

' COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 

In the case of a soldier recently tried at Fort Mc- 
Intosh, for desertion three separate times, a plea in 
bar of trial on the last two was entered for the rea- 
son “that each of these enlistments are believed to be 
illegal on account of his bemg at the time a de- 
serter.”’ The plea in bar was sustained by the court. 
General D. 8. Stanley, the reviewing authority, 
says: ‘‘ The plea in bar of trial should not have been 
sustained by the court. It isa well established prin- 
ciple of law that a criminal cannot take advantage 
of hisown wrong; hence, an enlistment of a soldier, 
procured through fraud on his part, is voidable only 
at the instance of the United Siates.”’ 

In the case of a soldier recently tried at Fort 
Concho, General Stanley says the record states that 
‘*the accused was then duly sworn and testified in 
his own behalf; ’’ whereas the Act of Congress, ap- 
proved March 16, 1878, as published in G. O., No. 10, 
A. G. O., 1878, expressly provides that the accused 
“shall, at his own request, but not otherwise, be a 
competent witness,’ which fact should appear in 
the record. 














GRANT AT WEST POINT. 


One afternoon in June, 1843, while I was at West 
Point, a candidate for admission to the Military 
Academy, I wandered into the riding hall, where 
the members of the graduating class were going 
through their final mounted exercises before Major 
Richard Delafield, the distinguished engineer, then 
superintendent, the Academic Board, and a large 
assemblage of spectators. When the regular ser- 
vices were completed, the class, still mounted, was 
formed in line through the centre of the hall, the 
ridiug master placed the leaping-bar higher than a 
man’s head, and called out ** Cadet Grant!” 

A clean-tfaced, slender, blue-eyed young fellow, 
weighing about 120 pounds, dashed from the ranks 
on a powerfully built chestnut-sorrel horse and gal- 
loped down the opposite side of the hall. As he 
turned at the farther end and came into the straight 
stretch across which the bar was placed, the horse 
increased his pace, and, measuring his strides for 





the great leap béfore him, botnded into the air aud 
cleared the bar, carrying his rider as if man and 
beast had been welded together. The spectators 
were breathless. ‘‘ Very well done, sir!” growled 
“old Herchberger,’’ the riding master, and the class 
was dismissed and disappeared ; but ‘‘ Cadet Grant”’ 
remained a living image in my.memory. A few 
months before graduation one of Grant's classmates, 
James A. Hardie, said to his friend and instructor: 
“Well, sir, if a great emergency arises in this coun- 
try during our hfetime Sam Grant wil) be the man 
to meet it.’ If I had heard Hardie’? prediction | 
doubt not I should have believed in it, for I thought 
the young man who could perform that feat of 
horsemanship I had witn , and wore a sword, 
could do. anything.—General J. B. Fry in 
American Review. 








A DISHONEST DEBTOR. 
To the Editor of the Army and Nowy Journal; 


In your issue of Dec. 5, 1885, I find the following: 

All the claims thus far filed of officersand men of the 
Navy and Marine Corps for three months’ extra pay for 
Mexican War service, under the North decision, have been 
settled by the accounting officers of the Treasury, with the 
exception of a few isolated cases where additional. evidence 


is required. 
There are many entitled to benefits under the decision re- 


ferred to that have not filed their claims, and the Treasury 
officials have no means of reaching them. It was estimated 
that there would be about 8,000 claimants (officers and 
men). Hardly one-half that number have presented their 
c ms. 

It is not surprising that “hardly one-half” of the 
officers and men have presented their'claims. When 
a debtor persistently refuses to pay a just debt to 
each one of many thousand creditors for so longa 
time as nearly forty years it is natural to suppose 
that large numbers of,such creditors die Curing that 
period, many of them not leaving any heirs to ben- 
efit by the tardy justice finally rendered, and it is 
also natural to suppose that many heirs of such de- 
ceased creditors are unaware of their rights. 

if the Government of the United States is an hon- 
est debtor, and seelly desirous of pe ing these just 
claims, why cannot the Treasury officials publish a 
list of such officers and men as are shown by the 
records of the Warand Navy Departments to have 
been clearly entitled to this grant and who have not 
yet presented their claims? 

As the money due these officers and men has been 
held back and used by the Government long enough 
to double itself several times by interest, 1t would 
seem to me that the Treasury officials might. now 
afford to go to the expense of a little advertising for 
the — of making known to these officers and 
men or their grandchildren that there is money due 
them in Washington, voted by the Congress nearly 
forty years ago, for having aided in adding to the 
national territory certain parcels of land, including 
Califorma, Arizona, New Mexico, ete.

A REMEDY FOR SLOW PROMOTION. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


OnE whose observation and experience of the 
conditions and fortunes of our Army have been made 
in all our former grades of rauk—whose service, al- 
though including several wars, saw also one period 
of 19 years of peace, only interrupted by Indian hos- 
tilities—but now, in calm retirement, should be able 
and should take the trouble, to offer to the young 
men of the profession some suggestions, some 
advice which may promote a reasonable and 
more comfortable contentment with their lot: (in 

art, a “content” advised about 1850 years ago by 
pad son of Zacharias.) 

Through the years of reaction from the excite- 
ments of the great war, I have observed indications 
of much impatience with slow promotion, and the 
agitation of many devices to escape what the 

ounger Officers seem to feel its depressing hardsbip. 
The newspz#per appeals, the plans perhaps urged on 
many members of Congress are, most likely, mvidi- 
ous and without forecast, and should success follow, 
itisan even chance that the plan adopted would 

rove injurious, or unwise. But, meantime, the 
awmakers are perplexed, and may become very 
impatient. : 

Many years back it was not so. There was no re- 
tired list—old generals and colonels died in harness. 

There was a case of a gentleman for eighteen 
years adjutant of a regiment. The ay writer, 
after near six yeurs’ service, was sixth on the list of 
2d lieutenants of a regiment of infantry. Making 
allowance for rise of prices, and the eeoralling far 
more expensive style of living, the old time pay— 
about half of the present—could hardly be consid- 
ered as good as now. , 

But officers then bore in mind that they had 
chosen their profession with full knowledge; they 
saw, as pow can be seen, young men of good educa- 
tion struggling along near the foot of the other pro- 
fessions; some of them fine men, but with so little 
opportunity, remaining uoknown and almost stary- 
ing. They remembered, also, that they had a life 
provision; they were relieved of the slightest dread 
of the accidents of fortunes—of an impoverished old 


age. 

eThey well knew that in time of peace there can- 
not be quick promotion, and that an impatient 
struggle for it could not give a better result than a 
slight increase of rank an pay. 

They did not forget that the nation had bestowed 
on them a very valuable part of their education. A 
few, conscious of power, quietly resigned and did 
not always regret it. Many of them appreciated 
that the Government had impressed on them the 
current soos of gentlemen.* " ; 

They ho for promotion; for rapid rise when 
war might come—they believed in that. And how 
abundantly, how wonderfully was their faith real- 
ized by the worthy and the fortunate. My first 
thought ligitts upon a 2d Lieutenant who became a 
Major General at the age of twenty-four!

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RECENT DEATHS. 

ComMopORE CHARLES LownpEs, U. 8. N., whose 
serious illness we recently reported, died of paralysis, 
December 14, at his residence near Easton, Md. He 
was in his 87th year. On the 28th of March, 1815, he 
was appointed a midshipman from his native State, 
Maryland, was commissioned Lieutenant, January 
13, 1825; Commander, September 8, 1841; Captain, 
September 14, 1855; retired, December 21, 1861, and 
promoted Commodore on the retired list, July 16, 
1862. During the early portion of the war he com- 
manded the steam-sloop Hartford, East Indian 
Squadron, and in 1864-65 he was on special duty at 
Baltimore as Prize Commissioner. 

He was a brother-in-law of the late Admiray 
Franklin Buchanan. He leaves four children—Lloyd 
Lowndes, Dr. Charles Lowndes, who lives in Talbot 
County; Mrs. Bennett, wife of Captain John W. 8. 
Bennett, of the U.S. N. before the war, and later of 
the Confederate Navy; and Mrs. Johnson, wife of 
Dr. Julrus Johnson. The funeral took place at the 
**Anchorage,”’ Dec. 16, J. W. Chesley, rector of Miles 
River Parish, of which Commodore Lowndes was 
warden and vestryman, officiated. The interment 
wasin the Lloyd family graveyard, at Wye House, 
the estate of Colonel Edward Lloyd, brother-in-law 
of Commodore Lowndes, where six generations of 
the Lloyd family are buried. The pall-bearers were 
Col. Robert Hough, Francis Barry, J. Harold 
Wheeler, Lewis W. Trail. and Howard and Eager 
Lloyd, sons of Colonel Edward Lloyd, and nephews 
of Commodore Lowndes. 

LIEUTENANT JOSIAH CHANCE, 17th U.S. Infantry, 
died suddenly at Tremont, O., Dec. 12, of heart dis- 
ease. He was taken sick while shopping and took a 
carriage to his sister’s residence, but died on the 
way. Lieut. Chance cerved during the war in the 
Ohio volunteers, and in September, 1864, was ap- 
pointed captain 127th U. 8. colored troops, mustered 
out Oct. 20, 1865, on July 22, 1867, appointed 2d lieu- 
tenant 17th Infantry, and promoted Ist lieutenant 
Dec. 23, 1873. He was a brother of the Hon. Mahlon 
Chance, of Ohio, Capt. Jesse C. Chance, 13th U.S. 
[ofantry, and of Mrs. Stanley Huntley. 

Tue Hon. B. Gratz Brown died at St. Louis, Dec. 
13. He was Governor of Missouri when the War 
broke out and energetically supportei the Union, 
and it wasin consultation with him that General 
Lyon planned and carried out the capture of the 
rebel Camp Jackson, near St, Louis. Subsequently 
he raised a regimentand afterwards commanded a 
brigade. In 1872 he was nominated for Vice-Presi- 
dent on the ticket with Mr. Greely. 


Tue Rev. Oscar H. Grecory, D. D., died in West 
Troy Dec. 11 of pneumonia, in his 76th year. He 
leaves a widow, two sons—Col. James F. Gregory, 
U.S. A., and Dr. John R. Gregory—and one daugh- 
ter, Mary M. Gregory, who resides in West Troy. 
The dead physician was vice-president of the Home 
for Aged Men on the Albany road and was an earn- 
est friend of that institution.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THE dead body of Churies Reed Hubb-ll, a private 
in the U. 8. Marine Corps, was discovered in a Rit 
near the corner of 77th street and 3d avenue, N. Y. 
City, early Sunday morning, Dec 13, 1885. The body 
when found, was still warm and blood was oozin 
from a wound in the back of the head and his thig 
was broken. Detectiyes went to work on the case, 
which was thought to be one of murder, but it was 
found that he stumbled and fell into the pit, and 
death had been caused by shock resulting from the 
injuries. 

Tue Second Comptroller of the Treasury has de- 
gided, in reply to a request from the Secretary of 
the Navy, that the new cruiser sppropriation money 
credited to the Bureau of Steam Engineering could 
be transferred to the Bureau of Ordnance, so that 
the construction of the guns in the Washington 
Navy-yard could be continued. This averts the 
threatened discharge in the Navy-yard shops, re- 

ding which a delegation of workingmen recently 
waited upon the President. . 

THE case of Paymaster-General Smith was argued 
in the U. 8S. Supreme Court on Friday last. The de- 
cision, it is expected, will be handed down on Mon- 
day next, when the court adjourns for the holidays. 


Apvices from the Navy-yard, Brooklyn, N. Y., 
state that the Tallapoosa will probably be put into 
commission about Dec. 19 or 23, 1885. She will, when 
ready, be sent to South Atlantic Station. 


THE Vallejo Chronicle says: ‘‘For several days 
past rumors have been afloat that Commo. Russell 
would be relieved of the command of Mare Island 
and Chief Engr. Walcott ordered to some other duty 
in December. The report is founded on a private 
letter from Washington.” 

A. SAUNDERS, colored, captain of the hold on the 
Swatara, fell dead Dec. 16, in the streets of Ports- 
mouth, Va. He had been forty years in the Service. 


CAPTAIN BEARDSLEE, commanding the Powhatan 
at Key West, was, on Thursday, granted authority 
to enlist three of the men for special service, who 
were rescued by the Powhatan from Roucador Is- 
land, with the promise of their discharge when de- 
manded by their interests. 

UNDER a decision of the 2d Comptroller of the 
Treasury, the sum of $42,000 has been transferred 
from the appropriation for the Bureau of Steam En- 
gineering to the Bureau of Ordnance, thus enabling 
the latter Bureau to continue work‘upon the guns 
for the new cruisers. 

A DESPATCH from Norfolk, Va., states that Yung 
Shang, a Japanese steward of the Swatara, went 
ashore and got very drunk. On returning he found 
that while ashore he had been robbed of $15, which 
made him quite angry. The executive officer, Lieut. 
Comdr. Durand, U. 38. N., spoke to him of his condi- 
tion, when he seized some of the workmen’s tools 
and. struck Mr. Durand a biow which felled him 
to the deck. He was immediately placed in double 
irons and solitary confinement on board the Frank- 
Yin to await trial by Court-martial. 

THE Secretary of the Navy has decided with rela- 
tion to the app ication of certain bidders to correct 
or cancel a bid on the ground of mistake in making 
it, that it would bean exercise of “extraordinary 
power” on his part to permit the withdrawal or 
change of the | gr ager after the acceptance by the 
Department of the bid and before the execution of 
the contract, although the proposal of the bidder 
may contain a manifest error. The Secretary says: 
“The proposal and its acceptance of course consti- 
tute a contract in law, and I doubt my power to 
remedy the mistake at this stage of the proceedings.” 

THE three laborers who were recently rescued by 
the U.S8.S. Powhatan from the Island of Roncador, 
in the Carribbean Sea, arrived in the 8S. S. Almo at 
New York, Dec. 16, 1885. These men were engaged 
in piling up guano and were deserted by tneir em- 
ployers and for many menths were isolated from 
the world. When rescued by the Powhatan were 
famished and half naked. The officers and crew of 
the Powhatan atte them with shirts, trousers, 
and caps in place of the tattered clothing which 
they wore when taken on board. The Powhatan ar- 
rived at Key West on Nov. 25. Capt. Beardslee lent 
Repp, Van Veil, and Von Schendiel $30 out of his 
own pocket. His crew contributed $38.95. ‘The yawl 
was sold 4 auction and brought $35. Capt. Beards- 
lee, ina letter to Repp, sent him the money given 
by the crew and ssid that he himself would give him 
and the others $5 of the $30 he had lent. After re- 
turning $25 to Capt. Beardslee and receiving from 
him another letter, in which he speaks of their good 
behavior while on board the Powhatan, the three 
men engaged passage on the Almo for this city.

ARMAMENT OF BOSTON AND ATLANTA.

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ADMINISTRATION BY FAVORITISM. 


THOUGH we have been favored from time to time 
with suggestions as to the administration of the 
Bureau of Detail in the Navy Department, they 
seemed to us to be colored too much by personal 
feeling to be useful. The last criticism came in the 
form of a most bitter personal attack upon the late 
Secretary of the Navy, Mr. CHANDLER, who was held 
responsible for the abuses said to exist. This at- 
tack we were restrained from publishing by the con- 
sideration that it was out of date. If it was to ap- 
pear at all it should have been during the period of 
Mr. CHANDLER’s administration. Now, if current 
rumor does not mislead, Mr. CHANDLER himself ap- 
pears as the assailant of the ‘‘Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, Office of Detail and Office of Naval Intelli- 
gence.” This organization, according to the criti- 
eism credited to the ex-Se¢retary, has its counter- 
part in the even more numerous headed Briargus 
of old, who asceuded- tothe very throne of great 
Jove himself. The fact that the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion has absorbed so much eontrol is ascribed to the 
abdication of his highest powers by the proper func- 
tionary ‘‘in violation of the republican and consti- 
tutional principle of the subordination of the mili- 
tary to the civil power.” 

To the Secretaries of War and the Navy are given, 
as this authority reminds us, the direct command 
of the Army and Navy; but we fail to see how this 
command is to be exercised by the civilian secreta- 
ries, except through some one familiar with the 
service with which each has to deal. 
sential respect does the present practice in the Navy 
Department differ from that in the War Department, 
where the Adjutant General, for example, is looked

ling iu a large number of instances? The extent to 
which that “authority,” which superior informa- 
tion gives, can be exercised depends upon the will 
power of the Secretary, and his diligence in inform- 
ing himself as to the details of his position. The 
“Civilian” who writes in the ‘‘United Service Maga- 
zine” would have us believe that this will power is 
lacking in the Navy Department, since Mr. CuAnp- 
LER left, and that a line officer of the rank of cap- 
tain is to be interposed between the President and the 
Navy, the Secretary himself being ‘‘ blotted out ” or 
reduced to a ‘‘helpless figure-head.” Against this 
threatened rule of a subordinate, ‘‘Civilian” raises 
up his voice “‘because of its destruction of that ci- 
vilian control of the Navy, which is essential 
under our form of government. 

It may be asked in what respects has the situa- 
tion been essentially changed by the reappointment 
of the present Chief of the Bureau of Navigation ? 
It would doubtless be easier for a man of his 
ability and experience in the Department, than for a 
new man, tosecure such control of the Secretary as 
is here charged, if the Secretary is disposed to abdi- 
cate his proper function, but the essential difficulty 
in any case is in the alleged fact that the Secretary 
is content to be set aside. Sifted down, then, the 
complaint of ‘‘ Civilian ” seems to be that the coun- 
try ought to have prevented the appointment of the 
present Secretary by refusing to change the admin- 
istration, and®this is a contention upon which it is 
not our place to enter. 

There is undoubtedly force in what ‘ Civilian ” 
says as to the absorption of so many duties, and 
especially that of detail, by the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, but this last is no new thing. In all organiza- 
tions of which we have any knowledge, and our 
experience has by no means been confined to edit- 
ing, we have found a tendency to absorb executive 
functions in the few men who display special capa- 
city for their exercise. Doubtless, it will be so in 
the Navy Department, and the extent to which this 
becomes an evil will depend upon the Secretary. 
The question as to whether or not the Secretary 
performs the clerical labor of signing the orders is 
of less importance than that he should have an in- 
telligent understanding of what the orders contain, 
and what effect they will have upon the fortunes of 
officers. 

Undoubtedly, a careful roster should be kept, and 
the Office of Detail held as strictly to it as possible, 
to prevent favoritism and that exercise of the spirit 
of hostility toward particular officers so often 
charged to be the controlling influence in the issue of 
orders. But has ‘‘Civilian” never heard of an 
obnoxious officer’s being sent on disagreeable duty, 
or ordered from a comfortable detail, by the direct 
act of an irate Secretary? There is no doubt force 
in the statement that ‘‘the deliberate and public 
committal to one captain in the Navy of the selec- 
tion of all officers to be ordered on duty, and the 
declaration that he alone ‘ will be held responsible 
for the assignment to duty of all officers,’ are a re- 
versal of all military rules, and if persisted in will 
at last utterly demoralize the Service.” This again 
will depend in a measure upon the construction put 
upon this order by the Secretary, who can revoke it 
when he chooses. It appears that Secretary WHIT- 
ney ‘‘ does sign the naval orders,” and if he gives 
proper attention to the rights and interest of those 
affected by them, and holds the Office of Detail as 
strictly as possible to the roster, the danger will be 
escaped. Certainly, the picture drawn by ‘‘ Civilian” 
of the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation con- 
trolling the Secretary with one hand, and holding on 
to the Chiefs of the Yards and Docks, Equipment 
and Ordnance with the other, is not flattering to 
any of those gentlemen. If it were true that they 

were such men of straw, the remedy, in our judg- 
ment, would be to get rid of them one and all, as 

speedily as possible, and fill their places with men 

of more backbone.

All this we have heard before, and have some know- 
ledge as to the measure of truth there is in it, but if 
the domination goes to the extent which is charged, 
and which we have heard asserted, and there is not 
manliness enough in the Navy to resist such domina- 
tion, the punishment will fall where it belongs. We 
have no question that the present Secretary is open 
to instruction and conviction on all subjects, for he 
can hardly claim that an apprenticeship of nine 
months has given him complete knowledge of all 

_ the in and outs of that most complicated and mys- 
terious organism, the Navy of the United States. 

Let those who seek to influence him remember 
one thing, however; the less considerations personal 
to themselves determine their criticism, the more 
effective it will be. What we wish to see, what the 
Secretary wishes to see, what the President and 
the country wish to see is a Navy united for the 
good of the Service as a whole, rising superior to 
considerations merely personal. To all disinterested 
observers the selfish interests of one man are as 
sacred as those of another. 

These general remarks apply with equal force to 
the Army, and to both Army and Navy we commend 
what is said by General Grant in his Memoirs. 
‘‘Every one has his superstitions,” he tells us. 
**One of mine is that in positions of great respon- 
sibility every one should do his duty to the best of 
his ability, when assigned by competent authority, 
without application or the use of influence to change 
his position.” ‘‘On one occasion, in talking about 
this to my staff officers, I said that I would give 
anything if I were commanding a brigade of cavalry 
in the Army of the Potomac, and believed I could 
do some good. Captain HILLYErR spoke up and sug- 
gested that I make application to be transferred 
there to command the cavalry. I told him that I 
would cut my right arm off first, and mentioned 
this superstition.” 

Such is the testimony of the most successful man 
our Army has ever known, and the experience of 
FARRAGUT was similar. The lesson of both these 
great lives is that no man is wise enough to discover 
for himself the path that leads to success and the 
honor and fame justly dear to the soldier’s heart. 
Let any man in middle life look over the list of 
those he has known and ask himself whether those 
have always succeeded best whose minds were most 
intent upon success. We do not doubt that favor- 
itism in some form is an element in the distribution 
of duty, but ‘‘kissing” always did, and always 
will, go by favor. Let every man then take com- 
fort in the reflection that his mind his kingdom is, 
and that by making the most out of the situation in 
which he finds himself he is best fitting himself for 
the change which is sure to come. The sailor who 
don’t go to sea, and the officer who neglects the 
practice of his profession, will find in the end that 
he is himself the chief sufferer, especially if he is 
still numbered with the youngsters. If the charges 
in this pamphlet are accepted as true, their sting lies 
in the assertion, with which ‘‘ Civilian ” concludes, 
that ‘‘it also shows the weakness of the great body 
of naval officers who are timidly submitting to a 
Vicious arrangement which they could by legitimate 
influence easily overthrow.” They know better 
than we te what extent this accusation is true. It 
may be well that some one should replace Captain 
WALKER, but we doubt whether changing the place 
will greatly ease the pain until a radical cure is 
effected. 


GENERAL CROOK’S MANAGEMENT. 

THE number and extent of the official documents 
received at this season makes it impossible to do 
justice to all even were we to devote our entire space 
to this class of literature. One of the most inter- 
esting, as well a8 important, of the reports is that 
from General Crook, commanding the Department 
of Arizona. Much of it has been anticipated by the 
reports of operations in that department which we 
have published from week to week. As General 
CRooK shows, at the first notice of the outbreak of 
the Apaches, Captain Smrru with two troops, 4th 
Cavalry, marched, without resting, sixty miles over 











exceeding rough and difficult trails; but the rene- 
gades, men, women and children travelled 120 miles 
before stopping for rest or food. This statement is 
a typical one as to the difficulties of the pursuit. 
The outbreak is ascribed to divided control and con- 
sequent divided responsibility. ‘‘The hand that 
feeds should punish.” General Croox describes the 
efforts made by him to secure harmony of action 
with the Indian agent, and he says:

Unfortunate disagreements with the Indian 
agents compelled the withdrawal of Captain Craw- 
FORD, who ‘‘had been more than two years and a 
half in charge of the military management of Indian 
affairs on the reservation, and was in consequence 
thoroughly acquainted with all the Indians, who all 
knew him personally, and respected and feared him, 
and was naturally much better qualified for the du- 
ties of his position than any new man could be.” 
To control such Indians as the Chiricahuas, they 
must believe that the person in charge of them has 
absolute power, and when this belief was weakened 
Captain CRAWFORD’s usefulness was at an end. 
General CROOK says : 

I have been unable to learn the causes pete precipitated 
the outbreak of the Biches indeed it is my ex enon 
that Indians of late years rarely break out except 
accumulation of grievances, and the reason assi is often 
the pretext rather than the cause. From estigation 

ie it would seem that the step was taken hurrioaly, with- 
out preemeditation, for fear of punishment. 

These Indians violated their most sacred promises given to 
me under circumstances which make this outbreak of the 
most heinous nature, and also make it necessary that the 
most sum) punishment should be meted out to them, not 
only as being just for their own offences and atroci but 
as an example to the remainder of the Apache tribe. ile 
their subjugation will be a lesson to the others which will set-

Mr. Wi1cox’s statements, even were they accepted 
in contradiction of those by General Crook, do not 
help the matter any. They prove that there were 
contradictions and divided authority, and that, as 
General Crook most clearly shows, is fatal to the 
successful management of the Indians. 

With General Crooxk’s report are given those of 
Captain F. E. Pierce, 1st Infantry, and ist Lieut. 
CO. B. GaTewoop, 6th Cavalry, officers having mili- 
tary charge of the Apaches, whose advancement, 
the General says, is mainly due to their energetic 
and intelligent efforts and of those associated with 
them. 








WHILE we are waiting to rebuild our Navy it may 
comfort us to read what is reported of the English 
Navy by Admiral Hornsy, ‘‘ the most experienced 
admiral on the active list.” In his farewell speech 
at the Portsmouth Club dinner, the gallant Ad- 
miral said: ‘‘ While the personnel of the navy was 
never better than it is now, the matériel is lament- 
ably low. There are ships without speed, guns 
without range, and boilers with only a few months’ 
life in them. It is called economy, but it is only 
not spending money.” 








Tue names of the two general officers who are to 
command in the important manceuvres Colonel 
Lazelle and Captain Mills have gone to witness, 
have not yet been announced.

We presume our contemporary’s severe comments 
refer to the Owen Jones’ hybrid repeater, of which 
we gavea description in the JouRNAL of Nov. 21.

The Board has 
had the best known repeating inventions under 
trial. One of these—the Lee—is not only simple in de- 
sign and reliable in operation, but has stood the test 
in actual usage in warfare such as no other magazine 
arm has endured. The cheapest as well as the most 
judicious policy for the British Government is to 
adopt the Lee, rather than to convert the Martini- 
Henry. 


Captaris Henry Mercatre, Ordnance Depart- 
ment. U. 8. A., has published from the press of John. 
Wiley and Sons a work entitled ‘‘ The Cost of Manu- 
factures and the Administration of Workshops,. 
Public and Private,’’ which he dedicates ‘to the 
memory of Colonel James G. Benton, Ordnance De- 
partment, U.S. A., whose example will outlive all 
monuments and praise.’’ He describesand criticises 
the present methods, and after summing up the 
general objections to present methods and the needs 
of a good system, he describes a method he pro- 
poses to substitute in the organization of an arsenal. 
This is the motive of his work, and of 310 pages, 231 
are devoted to this part of his subject. The closing 
chapter shows how the system suggested can be ap- 
plied to private shops. Capt. Metcalfe’s work, which 
is the result of much careful study, is not one up6n 
which an opinion can be formed at a glance, and we 
hope to return toit again. Such contributions to 
mechanical science do credit to the industry and in- 
telligence of our Army officers, and benefit the. 
Service as a whole by increasing the esteem im 
which it is held abroad. We are always glad, 
therefore, to welcome them. 














THE petition sent to the Senate this week by the 
Secretary of War, praying for the passage of an act 
to equalize the pay of certain non-commissioned offi - 
cers, is signed by a large number of officers and non - 
commissioned officers belonging to the 2d, 38th and 
4th Regiments of Artillery; 2d, 4th, 6th, 7th and 8th 
Regiments of Cavalry, and the 2d, 4th, 6th, 7th, 8th, 
9th, 12th, 14th, 16th, 18th, 19th, 2th and 24th Regi- 
ments of Infantry. The letters of the Secretary of 
War and the Adjutant General transmitting the pe- 
titions make no recommendations. The act pro- 
posed by the petitioners provides that the monthly 
pay of the following non-commissioned officers of 
the Army shall, during their first term of enlistment, 
be as follows, with the contingent additions thereto,. 
as provided in sections 2,3 and 4 ofthe act of May 
15, 1872: Sergeant majors of cavalry, artillery and 
infantry, $36; quartermaster sergeants of cavalry, 
artillery and infantry, $34; Ist sergeants of cavalry, 
artillery and infantry, $34; chief trumpeters of cav- 
alry, $30; principal musicians of artillery and in- 
fantry, $30; saddler sergeants of cavalry, $26; ser- 
geants of cavalry, artillery and infantry, $25; cor- 
porals of cavalry, artillery and infantry, $20. . f 





GENERAL BeRpAN and Mr. Nordenfeldt are hav- 
ing a controversy over their respective methods of 
destroying an enemy. As oneof them is in Con- 
stantinople and the other in London the contest has 
to be carried on at long rarge. We are inclined 
to think that it will result im a victory for both 
parties, and that each one will be able to show 
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that the other’s system of torpedo attack is ineffec- 
tive. Of Mr. Nordenfeldt’s submarine boat Gen. 
Berdan says: “If no nets are employed, it can 
doubtless be used with more or less advantage. But 
in my opinion the coming torpedo boat is one which 
is alike at both endsand can run either way with 
the same speed, thus avoiding the necessity of ever 
turning its broadside to thé enemy, which is now 
being perfected. Mr, Nordenfeldt says a great deal 
about the position of the man’s head at the water- 
line, but says nothing about the vulnerable position 
of the boat, owing to the angle from the bridge or 
upper deck of a ship at this short range, which 
would cause the bullets from the machine guns to 
take the water and make a sieve of the upper part 
of his boat.’

John McA. Webster. President Grant considered 
that he was unfairly treated by the Court which 
tried bim for drunkenness, and after having un- 
knowingly approved the sentence, immediately re- 
appointed him a 2d Lieutenant of the llth Infantry, 
to date from January 12, 1877. This he now holds. 
In view of the good stagding of Lieutenant Macklin, 
before and since his dismissal and the fact that his 
restoration was so promptly made by the President, 
previous committees of Congress have reported for 
his relief but nothing ever came of them. His peti- 
tion is accompanied by letters of recommendation 
from members of the Court which tried him, Gen- 
eeral Terry, Colonel Whistler, and many others. 








We are glad to see that a bill has already been in- 
troduced providing for the selection from the colo- 
nels on the retired list, for promotion to the rank of 
Major General with pay as such from date of retire- 
ment, one who served during the war “as Chief of 
Artillery of one of the principal Armies of the U. 8.” 
This, as every one will perceive, relates to General 
Henry J. Hynt, the present Governor of the Soldier's 
Home, whose distinguished services, as we have so 
often said, certainly deserve and call for the promo- 
tion in question. That the present Congress will 
favorably dispose of the bill, is the opinion of many,

This branch at pres- 
ent consists of three officers, a captain, and licuten- 
ant, B, N., and,s,captain, R. M. A,, all able men and 
very fitted for the duties they have to perform, but 
acoording to our views of the duties, work could 
easily be found for fiye times this number. It may 
scarcely be credited, but we have it on unquestion- 
able authority, that our Naval Intelligence Depart- 
mens, though more or less informed of the torpedo 














defences of other nations, know nothing at all about 
our own, these being under the control of the War 
Office, a state of affairs which would be amusing 
were it not so serious.” 





Tue Army nominations sent to the Senate last 
week remain upon the desk of the clerk of the com- 
mittee ou Military Affairs unopened. Senator Logan 
has had his attention called to the promotion of 
Lieut. Steever by the attorney of Lieut. Simpson, 
but has not yet looked into the matter. He has 
promised the attorney to give him a hearing, how- 
ever, and the latter is now preparing a brief, cover- 
ing Simpson's whole case and all the laws bearing 
on the subjectof promotion inthe Army.

Tux gentleman in our office who usually occupies 
his mind with the retirement of Army officers, by 
way of relief to his feelings dropped into a naval 
paragraph last week, the result being the retiremeut 
of Rear Admiral Upshur for a second time. It will 
do no harm to repeat the well-earned praises of the 
Admiral, but, as a matter of history, his actual re- 
tirement took place upon his own application, after 
forty years’ service, on the Ist of June last, though 
it was not due for longevity until Dec. 5, the date 
given by our somewhat too zealous assistant. 








AT the closing session last week of the American 
Public Health Association, a committee of three, 
with Surgeon J. 8S. Billings, U. S. A., as Chairman. 
was appointed to prepare uniform mortality blanks 
and Congress is to’ be urged to appropriate funds to 
enable the War and Navy Departments through 
their medical corps to investigate the cause of infec- 
tious diseases. The council endorsed a proposition 
that the Government appoint a commission to in- 
vestigate yellow fever in its breeding places.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


MILITIA BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


WE call attention of tbe National Guard to_the 
pill introduced into the Senate by Mr. Plumb, Dec. 
10 last, authorizing the exchange of unserviceable 
and unsuitable ordnance and ordnance stores in the 
hands of the militia by such as are supplied to the 
Army. This bill is of much importance to the State 
troops and should be supported by them to the ut- 
most extent. The absurdity of the condition of 
affairsin this respect, as at present existing, is one of 
the most pressing topics beiore the eT public. 
National and State troops should at least use the 
same calibre arms and ammunition which at present 
is not thecase. Whether the rifle should bea mag- 
azine as proposed by Adjt.-Gen. Smith, of Connec 
ticut, in our last issue, is a matter which can only be 
determined by future experience, but certuinly all 
Infantry troops in the United States should use am- 
munition and arms of a similar calibre. 





A CRITIC ON THE NEW YORK REGULATIONS. 


Wirs reference to Sec. 140, M. C. 8. N. ¥., which provides 
that officers and men may be tried by military courts for 
violation of the regulations, permit me to call your attention 
to certain articles in the regulations which, if enforced 
(which to me seems an im possibility, however,) would revolu- 
tionize the Guard. 

., Par. 3.—* Every member of the National Guard is at 
all times subject to military law and the regulations.” 

To fully understand the force of this and complete its 
meaning: R., Par. 270.—‘* In armories and on all military 
occasions Officers in citizens’ dress will be saluted by their 
subordinates whether the latter are in uniform or not.” 

The stress here is evidently on the citizens’ dress. Further : 
R., Par. 279.—** The observance by members of the National 
Guard in citizens’ dress, of the personal compliments pre- 
scribed, is proper.” 

The climax is capped by R., Par. 280: “ Officers riding or 
walking together in uniform, off duty, or in citizens’ dress, 
should accord the right to the seniors.” 

Evidently, certain superiors in the National Guard have 
come to believe that by a stroke of their pen their inferiors 
can ve converted into regulars and induced to accept their 
every wish a “ lawful order.” Fortunately this cannot be. 
If these four regulations were strictly enforced, and any 
guardsman tried and convicted for offences committed while 
in citizens’ dress, the ruling of Judge Macomber : * When 
he is not actually engaged in the duties of the National 
Guard and is not in uniform, he is not amenable to Court- 
martial,” might, aud undoubtedly would, prove an insur- 


mountable obstacle to the execution of the decisions of the 
military tribunal and render the officer who made the 
charges liable to an interesting and instructive suit for civil

Itseems unfortunate that such regulations should have 


found their way into print for the very reason that they 
weaken the structure they are intended to build up and 
strengthen; remaining at best a dead letter to all who know 
and are in position to enforce their lawful rights, while an 
injustice and a tyranny to those less fortunately situated. 

Under the anomalous and ambiguous status of the 
National Guard asa military body and the generally 
indefinite limits of the military laws of.the country, 
the strict enforcement of some of the paragraphs 
pointed out by our correspondent might result in 
some annoyance, but such enforcement would 
hardly “revolutionize the Guard.” The obligation 
of a soldier to salute his superiurs at all times and 
whether in citizen dress or not, is not new, having 
been embodied in tactics for years, and recognized, 
though not always enforced, as law by the Guard. 
It is an obligation of gentlemanly eouduct if noth- 
ing more. Courtesy is necessary In a eallitery body, 
and 1ts observance to us seems one of the pleasant- 
est of duties, and the inferior can demand the ac- 
knowledgment of his salute as much as the superior 
can exact the salute. ifa subordidate should meet 
his brigade or division commander (and all of these 
are amiable and courteous, and some even venerable 
gentlemen) on the street and render the prescribed 
military salute, he would simply perform un act en- 
tirely consistent with his dignity as a soldier ora 
gentleman. 

Pars. 279 aud 280 seem to be worded in terms to be 
advisory rather than compulsory, and so far as ap- 
pears to us any neglect of their provisions is not a 
punishable offence. To assume that the regulations 
intend that purely civil differences between mem- 
bers of the Guard be made cognizable as military 
offences is not reasonable. On the other hand to 
permit the resentment of fancied or real grievances 
of bona fide military nature, in civilian clothing, 
and thereby evade the military law, is an unsound 
measure, and a military establishment based upon 
such a foundation would surely come to ruin. 





REVIEW OF THE TWENTY-THIRD NEW YOKK.

Here is an account of one of young Ulysses Grant’s 
horse trades, narrated in the ‘‘ Personal Memoirs :’ 
“While at Flat Rock, at the house of a Mr. Payne, 
whom I was visiting with his brother, a neighbor of 
ours in Georgetown, I saw a very fine saddle horse, 
which I rather coveted, and proposed to Mr. Payne, 
the owner, to trade him for one of thetwo I was 
driving. Payne hesitated to trade with a boy, but 
asking bis brother about it, the latter told him that 
it would be all right, that I was allowed to do as I 
leased with the horses. [ was seventy miles from 
ome, with a carriage to tuke back, and Mr. Payne 
said he did not know that his horse had ever had a 
collar on. I asked to have him hitched to a farm 
n and we would soon see whether he would 
work. It was soon evident that the horse had never 
worn harness before; but he showed no viciousness, 
and 1 expressed a confidence that I could mana; 
him. A trade was at once struck, I receiving ten 
dollars difference. The next day Mr. Payne, of 
Georgetown, und I started on our return. We got 
along very well for afew miles, when we encoun- 
tered a ferocious dog that frightened the horses and 
made them run. The new animal kicked at every 
ump he made. I got the horse sto , however, 
efore a damage was done, and wrthout running 
into anything. After giving them a Ittle rest, to 
quiet their fears, we started again. That instant 
the new horse kicked, and started to run once more. 
The road we were on struck the turnpike withm 
half a mile of the point where the second runaway 
commenced, and there was an embankment twenty 
or more feet deep on the opposite side of the pike. 
I got the horses stopped on the very brink of the 
precipice. My new horse was terribly frightened 
and treinbled like an aspen; but he was not half so 
badly frightened as my companion, Mr. Payne, 
who deserted me after this last experience, and took 
on afreight wagon for Maysville. Every 
time I attempted to start, my new horse would com- 
mence to kick. I was in quite a dilemma for a time. 
Once m yee Ieould borrow a horse from an 
uncle who lived there; but I was more than a day’s 
travel from that point. Finally I took out my ban- 
danna—the style of handkerchief in universal use 
there—and with this blindfolded my horse. In this 
way I reached Maysville safely the next day, no 
doubt much to the surprise of my friend. Here I 
borrowed a horse from my uncle, and the following 
day we proceeded on our journey.”

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Tue Russian Government is discussing the advis- 
ability of establishing a naval flotilla on the river 
Oxus similar to that maintained for many years on 
the Syr Daria in Central Asia, and knuwn popularly 
as the Aral Fleet. 

THE Indian Medical Gazette advocates the use of 
condemned criminals for cholera experiments. It 
shows that from 300 to 400 persons are banged annu- 
ally in India, and thinks these might be spared the 
‘final execution should they survive the doctor's 
doses.’’ The criminals are suid to have expressed a 
preference for the rope. 

THE Rome College of the Propaganda announces 
that up to Nov. 1, in the vicarate of Cochin China, 9 
missionaries, 7 native priests, 60 catechists, 270 mem- 
bers of religious orders and 24,000 Christians were 
massacred, 200 parishes, 17 orphan —~ and 10 
convents were destroyed, and 235 churches were 
burned. 

A VERY useful book by H. Paasch, Inspector of 
Lloyd’s Register for Belgium, styied ‘‘From Keel to 
Truck,” being a dictionary of naval terms in Eng- 
lish, French, and German, with a large number of 
well executed illustrations, has lately been added to 
the libraries of the English naval vessels. 

GEN. DECOURCY, commander of the French forces 
in Tonquin, telegraphed the War Office, Dec. 15, 
that Gen. de Negrier has cleared the Marble Moun- 
tains, north of Hai-Duong, of Black Flags and - 
rates, capturing a number of fortified caverns and a 
large quantity of arms and ammunition. Numer- 
ous war junks were sunk between the Rapids aud 
the Bamboo Canals. The country has been pacified. 


AccorDINnG to the St. Petersburg press, Russia’s 
growing mercantile marine in the Pacific is to be in- 
creased by five new vessels, to be constructed on the 
Clyde and Tyne for an Odessa company that intends 
to run a regular service of vessels between the Black 
Sea ports and China and Japan, and the influential 
Moscow Gazette, whose editor, Kathoff, is one of the 
most intimate friends of the Emperor, has again 
started an agitation in favor of securing for Russia a 
paval station in the Red Sea. Meanwhile the Eng- 
lish Hagship on the Pacific statiov, which bas only 
left England some six months, is already hors de 
combat, till at least April, with a cracked cylinder. 





THE English Government are inviting tenders for 
a submarine cable to be laid between Halifax (Nova 
Scotia), Bermuda, and Jamaica, in the West Indies. 
It is intended to work in connection with the Trans- 
atlantic cables and the West India and Panama 
lines already in existence, and thus a continuous ser- 
vice will be available between the United Kingdom 
and her Atlantic colonies, including Demerara. 

THE most experienced French Generals think that 
at least 30,000 men are needed to overrun and hold 
Tonquin up to the frontier, and to sweep the Black 
Flags into China. 

THE autumn manceuvres of the German Navy 
having proved the inadequacy of the defences of the 
Baltic Coast of Prussia in face of the development 
of naval ordnance, the fortifications of all the har- 
bors, especially Memel, Pillau,Colberg, and Stral- 
sund will be strengthened. 

A First delivery of Maxim guns for experimental 
purposes was made recently to the Enfield authori- 
ties. The l-inch calibre guns are destined for trial 
on board the Ezcellent. 


Ir appears that on the whole two Krupp field guns 
are, after all, superior to the much talked of de Bange 
guns as regards rapidity, in which they were sup- 
posed to be inferior, as well as in accuracy and fire 
effect. Krupp is making a guu of 120 tons 15.75 in. 
calibre to carry a projectile 2,330 lbs, in weight, but 
witha velocity of 1,825 f. s. only. When the details 
of the Serbo-Bulgarian War come to hand we shall 
be able to judge better, but the Krupp guns have 
been so often tried in battle that there can be but 
one opinion as to theirsimplicity and service ability, 
while their accuracy leaves little to be desired. 

+EN. BRIERE DE U’ISLE, who has only just arrived- 
in France, in examination before the Tonquin Com- 
mittee, ascribes the retreat of the French from 
Lang-son to the intoxication of Col. Herbinger, an 
officer of high reputation, who has been a professor 
at the Staff College, was badly wounded during the 
second siege of Paris, and has been specially men- 
tioned in orders on distinguished service. The Gen- 
eral’s conduct in thus denouncing an absent brother 
officer is severely criticised, and the utmost indigna- 
tion is expressed in military circles. It is said that 
Gen. Briere de 1’Isle made his accusation in the fol- 


lowing terms: “This wretch, who was in the habit 
of intoxicating himself with absinthe, was on that 
day even more drunk than usual.” It is expected 
that Col. Herbinger, who is now on his way ome, 
will at once leave the army and send a challenge to 
Gen. Briere de I’'Ilsle. The Tonquin expedition hus 
been fertile in quarrels between the naval and mili- 
tary commanders and the civil officials, and the 
scandals have now reached a climax which threat- 
ens to be productive of very serious consequences. 


FIELD MARSHAL CoUNT VON MOLTKE took advan- 
tage of the presence of Col. L. V. Swaine, C. B., at 
the recent German mili manoeuvres, to congra- 
tulate that officer on his safe return from the Sou- 
dan, remarking, *‘Your soldiers fought like heroes 
in Egypt.” 

A @uN and torpedo vessel of the new tyne, of 785 
tons and 1,200 horse-power, will be added_to the 
English fleet on January 19, 1886, when the Landrail 
will be launched at Devonport. 


TWENTY-FIVE officers and non-commissioned offi- 
cers of the German Army have been arrested, 
charged with participation in the irregular practises 
of an Army contractor, who has also been arrested. 

THE Chinese have decided to add two lurge and 
very fast protected cruisers to their navy, to be 
built by Sir W. Armstrong and Co. 


A RIvALto the Brennan torpedo has appeared, and 
it is urderstood that the Admiralty are in treat 
with the inventor, Mr. R. Scott, of Newcastie. 1 
details are, of course, at present a secret, but its chief 
feature is the accuracy with which it can be guided 
up to, it is said, a distance of over two miles. On 
being started for its objective, it pays out a thin 
insulated iron wire, which sinks so as not to be ex- 
posed to destruction by the enemy. The rudder
